Of course no one can foretell With certainty. 
The disease, until recently, was within the 
power of the doctors, but now it has gone quite 
beyond them. 
The general may live ten days, 
and he may die in two hours. I fear he is going 
to choke to death. If the disease reaches an ar­ 
tery the danger of choking is increased, and 
death by that means becomes almost inevitable. 
Members of the family are now at the general's 
bedside. 
The doctors are there, top, bot they 
keep back as much as possible. 
I fear Gen. 
Grant will choke to death. 
It is too bad. 
The New York Tribune of Tuesday morning 
says: 
Gen. Grant has expressed himself as 
tieing entirely in his physicians' hands, and 
said he would do whatever was suggested by 
them.

him in regard to his condition and he was in­ 
formed of its seriousness and probable ter­ 
mination. 
He received the statement that 
there were indications of a speedy end without 
a change of expression, hut <ud not say any­ 
thing al»out his feelings.

Dr. Douglass 
said: “The general ii as no appetite, blithe eats 
when food ie brought to h im Ti ie feature of the 
day is great weakness.

THE AOITATICX AT ST IJltTREXT 
About t«-n rear- ago. how ever, the settler* 
of tin* district began to wake up to the fact 
that they should receive som e consideration, 
and ask*-d to be placed on the sam e footing 
with regard to homestead* and laud* as the 
half breeds of Manitoba. 
Later dom inion 
surveyors were sent into the country to lay 
out the lands.

Riel was again called 
upon for 
counsel and advice. 
He was visited in Mon­ 
tana. where he has beeu living, by a depu­ 
tation of the half-broeda, and in response to 
their appeal w ent into the 
S t Laurient 
country 
The hail breed*, in the m eantim e, 
had laid their grievances before the dom in­ 
ion pal Lament at Ottaw a 
Last September 
they held a m eeting at S t Laurent, at which 
they adopted a bill of rights, of which tho 
follow ing is the substance: 
first, the subdivision into provinces of the 
Northwest territories; second, the half-breeds 
to receive the same grants and other advantage* 
a* Hie Manitoba half-breeds; third, patents to 
lie issued at once to the colonists in possession; 
fourth, the sale of half a million acres of domin­ 
ion lands, the proceeds to (ie applied to the es­ 
tablishment in the half-breed settlements of 
schools, hospitals and snch-llke Institutions, 
and to tho equipment of the poorer half-breed* 
w ith seed grain and implement*; fifth, the res­ 
ervation of IOO townshii>* °f swamp land for 
distribution among the children of half-breeds 
during the next 120 years; sixth, a grant of at 
least .*l.oo<» for the maintenance of an institu­ 
tion to lie conducted by the nuns in each half- 
breed settlement; and seventh, better provision 
for the support of the Indians. 
The last item , it i* said, was inserted by 
Riel in order to please I’oundm aker, an In­ 
dian chief who has m ade com m on 'cause 
with the half-breeds. 
Th* bill of rights ap-k 
parentiv asks for a good deal more 
than 
the rebels have ani' idea of obtaining, birt it 
is said that Monsignor Grandin, the Roman 
Catholic bishop of that region, and m ost of 
the English speaking settlers are rn favor of 
it 
.Since Kiel’s presence in the Saskatche­ 
wan country ho has been actively ac the 
head of the m ovem ent for rights, and under 
his leadership the forces have organized and 
the present rebellion has been engineered. 
The events of the conflict are still fresh In 
the memory of ail. 
THE PRESENT REBELLION. 
The rebelliou war started in the early

truins as fast as they can be prepared to take 
the field. 
The exact strength of Riel’s forces 
is not known. 
It is said to be com posed of 
DOO to 1.500 m en, armed w ith Rem ington 
and W inchester rifles, and Gen. Middleton 
who is to com mand the governm ent troops 
declines to advance to the front with less j 
than 1,500 men. 
The first troops left Win- | 
nipeg for the scene of the rebellion on Thurs- \ 
day of last week. 
They com prised six com - j 
panics of the Nineteenth battalion, in ail 2 70 
m en; to these are to be added the regu- ] 
lur m ounted police already on the ground, 
and several m ilitary com panies organized by ; 
the settlers residing in the section where the i 
rebellion is in progress. The troops, however, 
are at Qu’Appelle, w aiting for reinforce­ 
ments. 
The first regular battle betw een the 
rebels and the police took place last Thurs­ 
day afternoon. 
Ten civilians of Prince Al- 
bert'and tw o policem en were killed and four 
civilian s and seven constables wounded. 
Tile rebel loss was fifteen killetL 
A second 
fight at Duck lake, on Friday, resulted in the 
killing and w ounding of thirteen policem en 
and volunteers and the death of forty re bela 
Fort Carleton was also destroyed on the 27th 
by Col. Irvine, of the police force, to prevent 
its falling into the hands of the rebels. 
Vol­ 
unteers are being called for by the govern­ 
m ent, and are responding in large numbers. 
As fast as equipped they are being pushed 
to the front, aud 5 0 0 m en at least w ill be 
ready to leave AVinnipeg for the scene of 
war in a few days.

The actual transfer of the Hudson Bay 
possessions had been delayed by the rebel­ 
lion, and did not actually take place until 
July 15, 1870. 
Mr Archibald, the lieutenant 
governor of the new Canadian province, 
arrived Sep t 3. After this com m issions were 
appointed on behalf of the British govern­ 
m ent and the inhabitants of Manitoba to 
arrange the difficulties existing and to arrive 
at an equitable adjustm ent of affairs in the 
province.

scout just arrived gives particulars of the en­ 
gagement at Duck Lake, between police and 
volunteers wtin the reliels. 
'Hie half-breeds 
greatly outnumbered the soldiers, there being 
only seventy-five of Hie latter, who were on 
their way to Du ‘k Ijake, and were met by a 
flag of truce, and while a jiarty was going on 
the rebels opened fir? from positions on both 
sides of the trail 
An exciting battle followed, 
in which at least forty reliels were killed, be­ 
sides which as many more were wounded, and 
four taken prisoners. 
The cannon did good 
service in intimidating the enemy, and if it 
had not l>een for that circumstance the loss of 
life would I ave beeu much greater among the 
police and volunteers.

Wirt] County: 
How any citizen owning property 
in Crow Wing county, be he mer­ 
chant, farmer, laborer, or any one 
wh® has come here to stay, whether 
property holder or not, can vote 
against issuing bonds to aid th# 
dam project, we cannot fully realize.

bonds to be issued; then the actual! 
levy would be a little less than 12 
mills on the dollar only, thus large­ 
ly decreasing taxes. 
Can not every 
property holder understand that 
the greater the valuation the less 
the rate of taxes ? 
W hat would have Fergus Falls 
been without her *vater-power *— 
Th# plants there for manufacturing 
of flour alone are worth over $3,000,- 
OOO, to say nothing of the en­ 
hanced value of real estate. 
If Brainerd had 
expended an 
hundred thousand dollars ten years 
ago for a water-power, the popula­ 
tion of 
the city would now be 
50,000 instead of 9,000, and the 
property valuation $*20,000,000 in­ 
stead of less than $2,000,000. 
Whoever mi poses these bonds is 
no friend to Brainerd'# progress.— 
It has been the conviction of all 
men that Brainerd must encourage 
manufacturing and build up in­ 
terests independent of the shojis, or 
we would never be a healthy grow­ 
ing city, and prosperous. 
Why 
should we hesitate now, when pri­ 
vate citizens are willing to add 
$75,000, or $100,000, if necessary, 
to th# $50,000 bonds to erect this 
dam ? 
Shall we be public spirited 
and aid this enterprise and directly 
ourselves, or shall we lay supinely 
or. our back until poverty shall 
have bound us hand and foot?— 
Shall we remain passive until other 
more enterprising town*, such as 
St. Cloud, Sauk 
Rapids, 
Little 
Fall*, Aitkin and other places shall 
have utilized the Father of Waters 
to that extent that no more manu­ 
facturing industries are needed in 
this section, and public spirited 
men stand helplessly blanched with 
shame at our supiMeneaa ? 
Why 
will croakers croak, while energetic 
men are trying to advance the in­ 
terests of the city, but willing to 
accept the benefits they did not aid 
to confer on themselves ? 
Because 
there are men in every community 
who see a night-mare in every pub­ 
lic improvement, and if they do any 
good to themselves or their neigh­ 
bors have to be dragged into it. 
If 
a citizen has a house or lot, or is 
in trade, or toils for bis bread in 
any way, is lie not worth more, 
better off, less coueerned about op­ 
portunity to support his family, in 
a town where there are valuable 
improvements going on, and the 
business men are active, enterpris 


aum. 
The water rental is not like­ 
ly to pay this interest for several 
years, hence the company must go 
into their pocket and keep up the 
interest. 
There is no money in it 
for the stockholders, directors, or 
officers of the company, only as the 
dam enhance* the value of real 
estate. 
It will increase the value 
of every lot iii town 25 per cent. 
Suppose A has a house worth 
$1,000, 25 per cent is $250. 
With 
the dam he is worth $1,250—that 
same $250 would pay his taxes for 
150 years, if his taxes were increas­ 
ed one mill on the dollar, which is 
net likely—and yet men are dis­ 
covered on our streets opposing 
these bonds, whose passiveness with 
regard to our prosperity has been 
so great for years that the moss is 
as thick upon their backs ae it is 
upon a century old mud turtle, mid 
who will not progress themselves 
nor allow others if they could pre­ 
vent it. 
Such men are barnacles, 
opposing every enterprise fastened 
to the hull that th ats them, living 
off its sustenance till it rots and 
destroys them. 
Who will be the 
moss back and barnacle on this 
question ? 
If any there be, let him 
be known by the word aud sign, 
that his fellows can appreciate him 
accordingly. 
And now, if these bonds are 
voted, the county commissioners 
disburse the money. 
There is no 
chance for a steal. 
When the dam 
is built the proceeds of the bonds 
will be paid over, or as the work 
progresses. 
The company will con­ 
tract with the commissioners to 
build the dam, and the proceeds of 
these bonds will Im' just as safely 
disbursed for this improvement as 
any other portion of the county 
money. 
f 
The dam will be built within the 
city limits where the best river 
bottom can be found after careful 
survey, and us soon a> the ice goes 
out. 
W hat about the bridge ? 
If 
the Brainerd A Northwestern rail­ 
road company desire to utilize the 
dam for a bridge let them pay the 
dam company for it, and help pay 
the interest on money advanced; 
in no other way can they use it. 
But the railroad company propose 
to use the Northern Rachitic bridge 
aud will not require one of their 
own. 
We want the dam first, and 
then if a bridge is needed let some 
other person or persons build it. 
In any event a solid wall of gran­ 
ite ten feet wide and twenty feet 
high is an excellent sub-structure 
on which to construct a foot or 
anv other kind of a bridge. 
We must have the dam at all 
hazards, bridge or no bridge, and 
when we have the dam the perpet­ 
ual progress and prosperity of Brai­ 
nerd is certainly assured. 
Every 
farmer has a sure market for his 
crops, farm land will be greatly en* 
hauced in value, because of the 
market, and the general weal is se­ 
cured. 
As one of the directors of the 
dam, and a subscriber to its stock, 
I will pay half of my subscription, 
($1,00(1,) to any ether man who 
will pay the other halt and assign 
the stock to him. 
He will thus 
have $1,000 full paid up stock,— 
this became I ani willing to pay 
that bonus for the dam, as a private 
citizen, aud because I know the 
stock will pay no dividend for 
years. 
It the man who is not likely to 
nav a dollar for the dam opposes 
bonding the county, why does he 
de so? 
Because be is a chronic 
growler, gmmbler and grunter. 
Because the spirit of enterprise is 
not in him, and because he invites 
the eternal anathemas of his fellows 
who are straining every nerve to 
infuse a life into the waning in­ 
terests of our beautiful city. 
Now 
is the grand opportunity, and with 
face to the foe let us charge the 
cranky zereba of the Mahdi faction 
and carry Brainerd to a certain 
plain of prosperity. 
Look well to your votes, and all 
for the bonds.

But, while the attack on skating 
itself may easily be replied, it 
will not be •© easy to deny that 
the rinks 
furnish occasion 
for 
much that is wrong and deplor­ 
able. 
Farther McGolricic declares 
that he knows or more than one 
instance of irreparable harm which 
has come from bad 
association 
formed 
in 
Minneapolis 
rinks. 
Such cases are painfully frequent. 
They are reported from cities and 
villages 
all 
over 
the 
country. 
They 
show 
that 
skating-rink 
manners need much improvement. 
If the moral guides and teachers 
would go, themselves, freely and 
frequently* ta the rinks, as Rev. 
John L. Scudder recently suggest­ 
ed that they should do, and SDore 
all if parent# would go with their 
younger 
children, 
they 
would 
soon discover 
wherein the real 
danger lies and eee how to obviate 
it. 
Thejtheoy that all 
people on 
the floor of a rink at a giyen time 
constitute a careful observer will 
soon see how* much harm proceeds 
from it. 
Rinks are 
not proper 
places 
to 
make 
acquaintances, 
Young woman attending a party 
at the home of a friend may safely 
assume that the fact of attendance 
sufficiently 
guarantees 
respect­ 
ability, and permit herself to be 
introduced freely 
to everybody. 
But at a rink, no young lady who 
has self-respect, good taste, and a 
knowledge of the usages of good 
society 
will 
allow introductions 
unless accompanied by unmistak­ 
able credentials. 
A 
young lady 
who skates with 
rink 
habitues 
about whom she knows nothing 
and whom 
who she would not 
think 
of 
receiving 
at 
home, 
may be set down as vulgar. 
The 
foolish girls who skate with any 
stranger who asks 
it, without 
introduction or formality, 
have 
not sense 
enough to be trusted 
beyond 
the 
parental 
eye. 
All 
the moral abliqiuty with which 
the rink stands accused, grows 
out of the bad 
manners which 
prevail in those places. 
It is not 
possible to keep all the insinuating 
scoundrals and dispicable “ mash­ 
ers” out of the rinks, and more 
than it is possible to keep them 
off the street. 
But young woman 
need be no more beguiled by them 
iii the one place than the other, 
if somebody will teach them their 
manners. 
A 
decent 
girl 
who 
ever allows one of those odious 
“ what-is-its” in male attire w*ho 
frequents the rinks to take lier 
hand and skate with her, ought to 
despise herself. 
Somebody would 
make a hit to publish a book on 
skating-rink etiquette. 
The rinks 
are bound to stay, and to be pat­ 
ronized; and it is high time that 
their frequenters should learn the 
proprieties. 
The cardinal princi­ 
pal of the book should be that 
the manners of the sidewalk and 
the fair-ground 
and 
the hotel 
parlor, and not those of the social 
assemblage, 
furnish 
the 
proper 
analogy for the rink. 
Rink-goers 
should take their compauy with 
them, and 
not make it on 
the 
floor. 
If this general rule, simple 
as it is, were obeyed, it would do 
a hundred times mere for good mor­ 
als than all tile sermons that have 
been preached against the amuse­ 
ment of roller skating. 
Several thousand young people 
are to be found in the Minneapolis 
rinks every night. 
The manners 
and morals of this amusement are 
therefore, 
well worthy 
the 
dis­ 
cussion of the pulpit and the press. 
The 
sooner it 
is taught 
that 
skating in itself is not objection­ 
able, but excessive and intemperate 
skating, familiarity with strangers, 
participation in certain catcli-peniiy 
“entertainments” 
at 
the 
rinks 
are vulgar and objectionable, the 
better it will be for the morals of 
the rising generation. 
After all 
it is the code of etiquette and good 
society and not the 
moral code 
which needs expounding and en­ 
forcing in this matter.”

Have You an Asparagus Bed? 
The seedsmen of New York city now’ 
ofler Colossal and Defiance, and deal­ 
ers in Boston and Philadelphia have 
their local varities. 
Probably there is 
no important difference between these 
large kinds. 
A pound of seed is var­ 
iously estimated to furnish from three 
thousand to ten thousand plants. There 
are about twenty thousand seeds in a 
pound, and if carefully sowed by hand, 
he larger number may be raised. Those 
who grow’ the largest asparagus for 
market, set the plants six by four feet 
apart, but the planting is ordinarily 
much closer. 
Hows four feet apart, 
and the plants two and a half feet in 
the rows, will give good results. 
The 
laud l>eiug marked out at the proper 
distances, a shovelful of good manure 
is worked in where the marks cross, 
and the plants set out, carefully spread­ 
ing the roots. 
Four inches, is deep 
enough to place the crown, though the 
Long Island growers, with a very light 
soil, cover the plants seven or eight 
inches deep. 
For the first two years 
the plants should not be cropped, and 
the third season only a moderate cut­ 
ting should tie made. 
I' seems a long 
while to wait for returns, but when 
they do come they will continue regu­ 
larly for twenty years or more. Planted 
in tiiis manner, there should be an an­ 
nual manuring to maintain productive­ 
ness.— Dr. Thurber in American Agri­ 
culturist.

at-arms’ office. 
It is the same in the 
house. 
Many congressmen have their 
children and their relatives employed

Prince John 
Van Buren was the bright son of a 
bright father, but he is dead, and the 
family has passed out of notice. 
None 
of the Jeffersons, since the president, 
has done anything, and if there be 
any noted Monroes the world has not 
heard 
of them. 
Some of Andrew 
Johnson's children are living, but none 
of them inherited their father s ability, 
and Gen. G rant's sons at middle age 
are still existing nonentities. 
'Jake 
our great statesmen outside of the 
presidents. 
Henry Clay had a bright 
son. but he was killed in the Mexican 
war, and one of the Clay family was 
lately mixed up in a drunken brawl in 
Kentucky. John Randolph and Pat­ 
rick Henry both died bachelors, and if 
there be any Websters, Clays, or Cal­ 
houns the world is ignorant of their 
merits.

There wras a Holman in Indiana years 
ago named Jesse, and he wras a dis­ 
trict judge.

Soil-Water as a Cause of Cholera. 
That too much as w’ell as too little 
w ater in the soil is unfavorable to 
cholera is vouched for by a large mass 
of facts. 
As I watched the cholera in 
Bavaria during 1854 I was surprised 
lo find that the 
marshy districts, 
where, as a rule, the poorest dwelt, 
were exempt from epidemics. 
The 
great Donau bog, which lies between 
Neuburg and Ingolstadt, was 
sur­ 
rounded by the epidemic, but the dis­ 
ease did not enter the villages on the 
fen. 
(In the Freisinger moors an epi­ 
demic occurred at lialbergmoos. 
On 
going thither the affected houses were 
found to stand od a tongue of land 
composed of quartz, 
which tongue 
reached inward on the moor. 
Rein- 
hard had proved the same thing for 
Saxony. Thenortbern part of Saxony, 
w’hich lies on the Spree, is a highly 
malarious district. 
For tho eleventh 
time that cholera visited Saxony it 
shunned this region of fever. 
I will 
not say that cholera can not be epi­ 
demic on a fen, but I do believe that 
when such an occurrence takes place 
we ought to ask ourselves w’hat rela­ 
tion it may have with tho state of 
moisture of the soil. 
The theory on 
the soil and "subsoil waters requires 
that a knowledge should be obtained 
of w hat takes place in and over the soil 
on the outbreak and on the cessation 
of cholera. 
It requires, as Port has 
said, a continuous record of 
facts. 
That cholera should very seldom lie 
met with in the neighborhood of and 
on the mountains is In harmony with 
the disposition of cholera in respect of 
time; so that, as the frequency of chol­ 
era in these regions diminfshes, the 
rainfall increases; the weather and 
cholera are equally capricious. Towns 
among mountains which are refuges 
for fugitives from cholera are but sel­ 
dom situated on a soil which in and of 
itself would exclude cholera. Salzburg 
and Innsbruck have, 
for example, 
never yet been visited by cholera. 
Further, in 1866 these tow’ns escaped, 
although a considerable influx took 
place from the seat of war where 
cholera raged. 
Salzburg, but 
still 
more Innsbruck, stands on the alluvial 
soil of the Salzbach and the Inn, as 
Munich stands on the Isar; but the 
first-named towns have about 50 per 
cent, more rainfall than Munich. 
I 
eau only imagine that the necessary 
degree of dryness for the development 
of cholera would be attained but very 
rarely in Salzburg and Innsbruck, just 
as occurred partially at Lyons in 1864, 
and in June, I>*59, at Bombay, where 
cholera prevailed 
during the mon­ 
soons, which, as a rule, drive cholera 
away,—Popular Science Monthly.

Au Orchard Fertilizer. 
Tho I test fertilizer I have used for 
fruit trees is made of chip-dirt from 
ttie wood-pile. and old ashes. 
I mix 
in the proportion of one bushel of ash­ 
es to three of chip-dirt, stirring well 
with the shovel. 
Alx>ut two bushels 
of this mixture is to be spread arouud 
each young tree, giving large, well- 
grown trees more. 
The manure is ap­ 
plied at any season. 
Do not 
nile 
around the trees any litter or rubbish 
that would harbor mice. 
In summer 
keep the weeds from around the trees. 
Experience has taught me that this 
fertilizer serves a very im portant pur­ 
pose, not only in supplying the trees 
with suitable food, but in mellowing 
the soil, and helping on such crops as 
I may choose to plant in my orchard. 
It is an excellent fertilizer for any 
crop, 
annual or perennial, and the 
ashes (from hard wood) supply the 
trees with the element they most need, 
at Jo years of age, w as a senator, from an,j 
sojj Jacfcg, namely, potash.

Tliat the Indians as Well as the Half- 
Breeds Are Now on the War Bath 
Is an Undeniable Fact. 


C a u ses o f th e P e n d in g T ro u b le . 
In order to understand fully the circum ­ 
stances which have led up to the insurrec­ 
tion in the Saskatchew an country It is neces­ 
sary to go back to the uprising in M anitoba 
in 18*50, know n as the Red river rebellion, 
and tho causes which led to th at outbreak. 
The Red river rebellion was Incident to the 
transfer by the Hudson’s Bay com pany of 
its territo ry to the dom inion governm ent 
For nearly tw o hundred years this g reat fur- 
trading com pany had not only enjoyed the 
exclusive right to the entire trade and traffic 
of the im mense possessions granted by King 
Charles II. to Prince R upert and his seven­ 
teen associates, but had made laws for and 
governed the territory, having 
com plete 
lordship thereof, w ith full legislative, ju d i­ 
cial and executive powers. The last renew al 
of the charter expired In 1859, and after 
th at it was never renew ed again, the com ­ 
pany having no special advantages beyond 
its tiled and splendid organization. 
In 1867 
the act of parliam ent creating the Dominion 
of Canada contem plated the acquisition by 


representative form of governm ent. 
The 
population of all M anitoba a t th at tim e w as 
about 14,000, the proportion of w hites to 
half-breeds being about one to seven or 
eight. 
An agrarian feature of the M anitoba 
act is w hat has led to the present difficulty. 
As intim ated above, the titles of half-breeds 
to their lands were not very distinct, and 
m any of the people were doubtless squatters. 
Ry the M anitoba act there w ere 1,400,000 
acres of land set ap art for half-breed infants; 
subsequent grants w’ere 
made 
of 
land 
and 
scrip to 
the 
half-breed heads of 
families. 
A fterw ards cam e an order divid- 
irig up t he 1,400,000 of land, so as to grant 
to each half-breed child born prior to July 1, 
1870, a parcel of 2 10 acres free. 
APPORTIONING THE I .AND. 
There w ere m any difficulties m et with in 
apportioning out land. 
The tracts possessed 
by the French half-breeds along the crooked 
rivers of Canada were in m ost cases long 
parallelogram s, with a narrow river frontage 
and extending back inland 
These the do­ 
m inion surveyors were obliged to c u t up 
and divide up in a m anner th at seem ed u t­ 
terly reckless to the poor half-breeds, and 
there were m any protests 
and 
threats. 
'1 hen there had been delays and more or less 
dissatisfaction from the beginning. 
On the 
other hand the law of apportionm ent was 
appreciated to such an ex ten t th at half-

Toronto Mail: The half-breeds in the St. 
Laurent district complains that the dominion 
has treated them badly, and we th nk it lias. 
Under tlio Manitoba a t of 187Ueach half-brued 
born in that province before Jnly 1 of that 
year was granted 24*' acres of land irce, in sat­ 
isfaction of what may be termed the half- 
breed 
title. 
But 
beyond 
the 
con­ 
fines of Manitoba lay a few half-breed set­ 
tlements, for the inhabitants of which no 
provision was then made; nor, imlaed, was 
any demanded at the time. 
St. Laurent, 
one of these, w as established as long ago a* 
1862, and is a fairly prosperous place 
’The 
first demand for consideration wa * preferred 
by the colonists ten years ago, when they 
asked to he placed on the same footing a# 
regards free homesteads as the Metis of Man­ 
itoba. 
Later on, when the dominion surveyors 
appeared in the country, a frtsh grievance 
sprung up. 
The half-breeds, as was the 
french custom, bad settled along the rivers,' 
each farm having a narrow water frontage, 
and extending far back in tho form of a long 
parallelogram. The surveyors wi re, of course, 
compelled to destroy this arrai g ment of tho 
holdings, and the people earnestly prot< sted 
against it 
They also renewed their claim for 
grants of 340 acres per capita, and from that 
day to this the agitation has been maintained, 
Riel's arrival from Montana last spring giving 
it the semblance of a general and united move­ 
m ent 


Port Carlton Burned. 
A dispatch from Winnipeg announces that 
Fort Carlton was burned to the ground ou the 
27th. 
The dispatch did not state whether Col- 
Irvine burned the fort when having it,4 or 
whether the fire was the work of the rebels, 
but it is thought CoL Irvine was responsible 
for its destruction. 
It is understood he was 
forced to fall back upon Prince Albert in con­ 
sequence of supplies giving out at Carlton. 
Prince Albert is a more defensible point, and 
the citizens will l e relieved by tho presence of 
25tt police in thoir midst. 
This is accommoda­ 
tion for the police in Prince Albert. 
Fort 
Carlton was situated ou the south bank of the 
North Saskatchew an in a hollow, ami was built 
with a view of protection from the weather 
rather than for defense from Indians, as it was 
a wooden structure. 
A Battleford dispatch received says. 
“A 
scout just arrived gives particulars of the en­ 
gagement at Duck Lake, l>etween police ami 
volunteers witn the rel>els. 
The half-breed* 
greatly outnumbered the soldiers, there being 
onlv seventy-five of the latter, who were on 
their way to" Duck Lake, and were met by a 
flag of truce, and while a party was going on 
the rebels opened tire from positions on l>oth 
sides of the trail. 
An exciting battle followed, 
in which at least forty rebels were killed, be­ 
sides w hich as many more were wounded, and 
four taken prisoners. 
The cannon did good 
service in intimidating the enemy, and if it 
had not l*een for that circumstance the loss of 
life would lav e been much greater among the 
police and volunteers.

cap tu re of Fort Garry had 
been easily 
accom plished and w ithout bloodshed

the m eantim e Gov. McDougall had attem p t j 
ed to in terest the Indians in his cause, and 
made some futile attem p ts to gain posses­ 
sion of his province. 
A countm -revolution 
was also attem pted by the Loyalist*, and one • 
Jam es Scott was shot by order of Rioi. 
The 
couucil of the provisional governm ent was not 
alw ays harm onious, the tco tch and English 
elem ent* coining into occasional couibet 
w ith the French, and at tim es there seem ed 
to be danger th a t the governm ent would 
peter out altogether. 
It retained possession, 
how ever, all through the w inter, spring and 
sum m er of 1870, until Sir G urnet Woiseley’s 
arrival w ith B ritish troops.

It was practically a w ar w ithout bloodshed, 
and contem porary history relate* 
m any 
acts of clem ency and kindness on the p art of 
the rebel leader, who did not seem disposed 
a t any tim e to pursue a sanguinary policy. 1 
lie has been severely criticised by friends of 
the m ovem ent tor his course in vacating the 
country w hen he had practically everything 
iu his own hands. 
General sentim ent, now- j 
ever, is inclined to approve of his course as 
a very p ru d en t one. 
In 1871 there was an 
attem p t to renew the rebellion, b u t it speed- i 
ily collapsed. 
In this cam paign there w ere 
interested a com pany of about seventy-five 
Fenians under Gen. O’NeiL 
These cam ped j 
in the woods n ear Pem bina, and captured 
the British post opposite th a t place. 
An 
officer who w as w ith this expedition claim ed 
th a t the enterprise failed through the treach­ 
ery of Riel. 
The actual transfer of the H udson Bay 
possessions had been delayed by the rebel­ 
lion, and did not actually take place until 
July 15, 1870. Mr Archibald, the lieutenant 
governor of the new Canadian province, 
arrived S ep t 3. After this com m issions were 
appointed on behalf of the B ritish govern­ 
m ent and the inhabitants of M anitoba to 
arrange the difficulties existing and to arrive 
a t an equitable adjustm ent of affairs in the 
province. 
In this conference Bishop Tache 
participated, representing the people of the 
province. 
At the tim e he wa* attending the 
(ecum enical council sitting in Rome, and 
cam e home to atten d to his duties in this 
connection in response to a telegram from 
the B ritish governm ent. 
He alw ays had 
g reat influence w ith the people. 
From the 
fact th a t he declines to act as a m ediator in 
the present crisis, it is surm ised th a t he 
did not consider him self well treated in 
connection w ith the previous negotiationa 
W hat was know n as the M anitoba act wa* 
passed by parliam ent this sam e year. By this 
act m any of the privileges asked by the 
rebels were granted to the inhabitant* of the 
country, and they have since jiyeU under a

and to the equipment of the poorer half-breed* i 
with seed grain and Implement*; fifth, the res­ 
ervation of loo township? of swamp land for 
distribution among the children of half-breeds 
during the next 120 years; sixth, a erant of at , 
least $1,000 for the maintenance of an instifu- I 
t ion to Ik* conducted by the nun* in each half- : 
breed set th m ent; and seventh, better provision 
for the support of the Indians. 
The last item, it is said, was inserted by 
Riel in order to please Poundm aker, an In- ! 
dian chief who has m ade com m on cause 
w ith the half-breeds. 
The bill of rights a p - , 
parentlv asks for a good deal more than ; 
the rebels have any idea of obtaining, but it j 
is said that, Monsignor G ran din, the Roman 
Catholic bishop of th at region, and m ost of 
the English-speaking settlers are in favor of 
it 
Since Riel's presence in the Saskatche­ 
wan country he has been actively a t the 
head of th e ’m ovem ent for rights, and under j 
his leadership the force* have organized and 
the present rebellion has been engineered. 
The events of the conflict are still fresh in ' 
the m em ory of all.

It is said to he composed of 
500 to 1.5(H) m en, arm ed w ith Rem ington 
and W inchester rifles, and Gen. Middleton 
who is to com m and the governm ent troops 
declines to advance to the front w ith less 
than 1,500 men. 
The first troops left Win­ 
nipeg for the scene of the rebellion on Thurs­ 
day of last week. 
They com prised six com ­ 
panies of the N ineteenth battalion, in all 270 
m en; to these are to be added the regu­ 
lar m ounted police already on the ground, 
and several m ilitary com panies organized by 
the settlers residing in the section where the 
rebellion is in progress. The troops, how ever, 
are a t Qu’Appelle, w aiting for reinforce­ 
ments.

The Bond Question. 


To the Voters o f Brainerd and Crow 
W ing County: 
How any citizen owning property 
in Crow W in g county, be he m er­ 
chant, farmer, laborer, or any on# 
whe has come here to stay, whether 
property holder or not, can vote 
against issuing bonds to aid tha 
dam project, we cannot fully realize. 
Suppose we have now $1,000,000 
valuation for taxable purposes, and 
th a t we must raise a revenue of 
$25,(>00 for all purposes, to carry 
•n the county government. 
Each 
year, this necessitating a levy of 
25 mills on the dollar. 
The build­ 
ing of the dam will raise the valua­ 
tion w ithin three years more th an 
$1,000,000, while the county ex­ 
penses would be increased only 
$3,000, to pay interest on the $50,000 
bonds to be issued; then the actuali 
levy would be a little less thaii 12 
mills on the dollar only, thus large-1 
ly decreasing taxes. 
< an not every 
property holder understand th at 
the greater the valuation the less 
the rate of taxes ? 
W h a t would have Fergus Falls 
been w ithout her w ater-pow er!— 
The plants there for m anufacturing 
of flour alone are worth over $3,000,- 
000, to say nothing of the en ­ 
hanced value of real estate. 
If Brainerd had 
expeuded an 
hundred thousand dollars ten years 
ago for a water-power, the popula­ 
tion of 
the city would now be 
50,000 instead of 0,000, and the 
property valuation $20,000,000 in ­ 
stead of less than $2,000,000. 
W hoever opposes these bonds is 
no friend to B rainerd’s progress__ 
I t has been the conviction of all 
men th a t Brainerd m ust encourage 
m anufacturing and build up in ­ 
terests independent of the shops, or 
we would never be a healthy grow­ 
ing city, and prosperous. 
Why 
should we hesitate now, when pri­ 
vate citizens are willing to add 
$75,000, or $100,000, if necessary, 
to the $50,000 bonds to erect this 
dam ? 
Shall we be public spirited 
and aid this enterprise and directly 
ourselves, or shall we lay supinely 
on our back until poverty shall 
have bound us hand and foot?— 
Shall w t rem ain passive until other 
more enterprising towns, such as 
St. Cloud, Sauk 
Rapids, 
Little 
Falls, Aitkin and other places shall 
have utilized the F ath er of W aters 
to th a t extent th a t 110 more m an u ­ 
facturing industries are needed in 
this section, and public spirited 
men stand helplessly blanched with 
shame st our supiuenees ? 
W hy 
will croakers croak, while energetic 
men are trying to advance the in ­ 
terests of the city, but willing to 
accept the benefits they did not aid 
to confer on themselves ? 
Because 
there are men in every com m unity 
w ho see a niglit-mare in every pu b ­ 
lic im provem ent, and if they do any 
good to themselves or their neigh­ 
bors have to be dragged into it. 
If 
a citizen has a house or lot, or is 
in trade, or toils for his bread in 
any way, is he not w orth more, 
better off, less concerned about op­ 
portunity to support his family, in 
a town where there are valuable 
im provem ents going on, and the 
business men are active, enterpris­ 
ing and public spirited, than in one, 
for instance, like this city now' and 
as it has been for two years ? 
If 
$150,000 is paid out here this sum ­ 
mer and 300 men are employed for 
five m onths, will it not be better 
th an no expenditure and no ein 
ploy w ent of labor? 
There is no money in this project 
for the dam company. 
If they raise 
$75,000, among theinaelves, the in ­ 
terest will be about $7,000 per a n ­ 


num. 
The water rental is not like­ 
ly to pay this interest for several 
years, hence the company must go 
into their pocket and keep up the 
interest. 
There is no money in it 
for the stockholders, directors, or 
officers of the company, only sis the 
dam enhances the value of real 
estate. 
It will increase the value 
of every lot in town 25 per cent. 
Suppose A has a house wTorth 
$1,000, 25 per cent is $250. 
W ith 
the dam he is worth $1,250—th at 
same $250 would pay his taxes for 
150 years, if his taxes were increas­ 
ed one mill on the dollar, which is 
n e t likely— and yet men are dis­ 
covered on our streets opposing 
these bonds, whose passiveness w’ith 
regard to our prosperity has been 
so great for years th at the moss is 
as thick upon their backs as it is 
upon a century old mud turtle, and 
who will not progress themselves 
nor allow others if they could pre­ 
vent it. 
Such men are barnacles, 
opposing every enterprise fastened 
to the hull th at fl< ats them, living 
off its sustenance till it rots and 
destroys them. 
W ho will he the 
moss-back and 
barnacle on this 
question? 
If any there be, let him 
be known by the word and sign, 
th at his fellows can appreciate him 
accordingly. 
And now, if 
these bonds are 
voted, the county commissioners 
disburse the money. 
There is no 
chance for a steal. 
W hen the dam 
is built the proceeds of the bonds 
will be paid over, or as the work 
progresses. 
The company will con- 
tract with the commissioners to 
build the dam, and the proceeds of 
these bonds will be just as safely 
disbursed for this improvement as 
any other portion of the county 
money. 
j 
The dam will be built within the 
city limits where the best 
river 
bottom can be found after careful 
survey, and as soon as the ice goes 
out. 
W hat about the bridge ? 
If 
the Brainerd dr N orthw estern rail­ 
road company desire to utilize the 
dam for a bridge let them pay the 
dam company for it, and help pay 
the interest on money advanced; 
in no other way can they use it. 
But the railroad company propose 
to use the N orthern Pacific bridge 
and will not require one of their 
own. 
W e want the dam first, and 
then if a bridge is needed let some 
other person or persons build it. 
In any event a solid wall of g ra n ­ 
ite ten feet wide and tw enty feet 
high is an excellent sub-structure 
on which to construct a foot or 
any other kind of a bridge. 
W e must have the dam at all 
hazards, bridge or no bridge, and 
when we have the dam the perpet­ 
ual progress and prosperity of Brai­ 
nerd is certainly assured. 
Every 
farmer has a sure m arket for his 
crops, farm land will be greatly en ­ 
hanced in value, because of the 
m arket, and the general weal is se­ 
cured. 
As one of the directors of the 
dam, and a subscriber to its stock, 
I will pay half of my subscription, 
($1,000,) to any ether man who 
will pay the other halt and assign 
the stock to him. 
He will thus 
have $1,000 full paid up stock,— 
this became I am willing to pay 
th at bonus for the dam, as a private 
citizen, and because I know the 
stock will pay no dividend for 
years. 
It the man who is not likely to 
av a dollar for the dam opposes 
onding the county', why does he 
do so?

able, but excessive and intemperate 
skating, familiarity w ith strangers, 
participation in certain catch-penny 
“entertain m en ts”

are vulgar and objectionable, the 
better it will be for the morals of 
the rising generation. 
After all 
it is the code of etiquette and good 
society and not the 
moral code 
which needs expounding and e n ­ 
forcing in this m atter.”

GBEAT MEN’S SONS. 


Have You an Asparagus Bed? 
The seedsmen of New York city now 
ofler Colossal and Defiance, and deal­ 
ers in Boston and Philadelphia have 
their local varities. 
Probably there is 
no important difference between these 
large kinds. 
A pound of seed is var­ 
iously estimated to furnish from three 
thousand to ten thousand plants. There 
are about twenty thousand seeds in a 
pound, and if carefully so wed by hand, 
he larger uumber may be raised. Those 
who grow the largest asparagus for 
market, set the plants six by four feet 
apart, but the planting is ordinarily 
much closer, 
ltows four feet apart, 
and the plants two and a half feet in 
the row's, will give good results. 
The 
land being marked out at the proper 
distances, a shovelful of good manure 
is worked in where the marks cross, 
and the plants set out, carefully spread­ 
ing the roots. 
Four inches, is deep 
enough to place the crown, though the 
Long Island grow'ers, with a verv light 
soil, cover the plants seven or eight 
inches deep. 
For the first two years 
the plants should not be cropped, and 
the third season only a moderate cut­ 
ting should be made. 
I' seems a long 
while to wait for returns, but when 
they do come they will continue regu­ 
larly for twenty years or more. Planted 
in this manner, there should be an an­ 
nual manuring to maintain productive­ 
ness.— I)r. Thurber in American Agri­ 
culturist.

It w'as the police who removed him. 
Mahone’s son was refused drink at 
his hotel because it was evident that 
he was already drunk. 
Ho tears up 
the hotel register, and makes rags of 
the parlor curtains. 
At the close of 
his spree he tries to shoot on^ of the 
colored servants and sends a bullet 
through the hair of another. 
On tho 
top o f this comes the statement that 
young Mahone has been so drunk for 
a period running over three months 
that the servant whom he shot has had 
to put him to bed every night. 
Both Holman and Mahone, knowing 
the inefficiency of their sons, have 
given them appointments and have 
been keeping them here doing nothing 
but evil at the expense of the govern­ 
ment.

committee as clerk at $6 a day. 
Sen­ 
ator McMillan’s sou draws #2,200 a 
year from his position as clerk of his 
father’s committee, and Senator Lap* 
ham’s son draws #0 a day from a simi­ 
lar position on 
the committee on 
woman suffrage. 
Senator George has 
a son who is employed about the sta­ 
tionery' division of the senate at an an­ 
nual salary of #1,000. 
Old Eli Sauls- 
bury’s boy gets #0 a day for clerking 
on a committee, and a brother of Sen­ 
ator Jones is a clerk in tho sergeant- 
at-arms’ office. 
It is the same In the 
house. 
Many congressmen have their 
children ami their relatives employed 
n various salaried positions, and I 
could name a number of clerks who 
get their positions solely on account of 
their fathers’ or uncles influence. 
The effect of such appointment is 
bad. 
The 
boys 
know 
that their 
places are secure through their fathers; 
and if they have the ability to do the 
work in most cases they shirk it ami 
rely upon others. 
Great men's sons rarely inherit the 
abilities of their fathers. 
You can J 
count on the lingers of ono hand the ! 
great 
men of lo-day whose fathers 
have been noted in the history of our j 
country, and the greatest men our ! 
country 
has 
had 
have 
left 
no ; 
issue 
to 
which 
their 
countrv ' 
can 
point 
with 
pride. 
Washing­ 
ton, Jackson, 
Madison, 
Polk, 
and 
Buchanan all died childless; and I be- j 
lieve that no lineal descendant of 
Franklin Pierce remains. 
Prince John j 
Van Buren was the bright son of a i 
bright father, but he is dead, and the 
family has passed out of notice. 
None ; 
of the Jeffersons, since the president, | 
has done anything, and if there be ! 
any noted Monroes the w'orld has not j 
heard 
of them. 
Some 
of Andrew ■ 
Johnson's children are living, but none j 
of them inherited their father's ability, 
and Gen. Grant's sons at middle age 1 
are etill existing nonentities. 
Take 
our great statesmen outside of the , 
presidents. 
Henry Clay had a bright 
son, but he, was killed in the Mexican | 
war, and one of the Clay family was j 
lately mixed up in a drunken brawl in j 
Kentucky. 
John Randolph and Pat­ 
rick Henry both died bachelors, and if 
there be any Websters, Clays, or Cal­ 
houns the world is ignorant of their 
merits. 
You may see a son of Reverdv 
Johnson loafing about the hotels here 
any night, as worthless to his country 
as his father was valuable. 
President 
Tyler was the great son of a 
great 
father, but John Tvler’s children are 
not men of national note, aud one of 
them is now holding a treasury ap­ 
pointment. 
Some of Jefferson's great- 
granddaughters are holding positions 
in the departments here, and one of 
his great-grandsons lately applied for 
a place and failed to get it. 
Silas 
Wright, of New York, was married, 
but ho never had any children. 
Aaron 
Burr and William King, two of our 
vice presidents, died without issue. 
Alexander Stephens died a bachelor, 
and so also did Washington Irving, 
our greatest and purest writer. 
The great families of America which 
have transmitted 
their talents are 
easily numbered. 
The Bayards have 
had three successive senators of note 
in tho direct line, and Tom Bay ard’s 
uncle, Richard Bayard, was in the 
senate 
from 
Delaware 
before his 
father. 
Tom Bayard and his father 
were in the senate at the same time, 
and Tom Bayard’s grandmother was a 
daughter of Senator Richard Bassett, 
one of the members of the constitu­ 
tional convention, a signer to the con­ 
stitution, and one of the senators at 
the beginning of our government. 
The 
Frelinghuy sens’ 
prominence 
dates back to Frederick Frelinghuy- 
sen, of the continental congress, who, 
at 30 years of age, was a senator, from 
1793 to 1796. 
Next comes Theodore 
Frelinghuy sen, senator, college presi­ 
dent, and second on the ticket with 
Henry Clav, and now we have Fred­ 
erick T. Frelingbuysen. secretary of 
state, who is the nephew and adopted 
son of old Theodore. 
The Sherman family date their an­ 
cestry back to old Roger Sherman, 
who signed the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence. 
George Pendleton had a 
grandfather who acted as secretary of 
Gen. Washington and as second in 
the Burr-Hamilton duel, and Senator 
Pendleton’s father, Nathaniel Greene 
Pendleton, was a member of congress 
from Ohio. 
Allen G. Thurman is a 
nephew of “ Fog-Horn” Allen, and Si­ 
mon Cameron gave his long-held posi­ 
tion over to his son Don. 
Secretary of 
W ar Lincoln is a great man outside of 
his greater father's name, and Senator 
Lamar has an ancestry which has been 
noted in the south and west for many 
years. 
John Wise, of the present con­ 
gress. is a sou of Henry A. Wise, of 
Virginia, a very noted man y'ears ago, 
and the great John C. Breckinridge, 
of Kentucky, has a son in California 
who is the picture of his father, and 
who made a very fair speech at the 
democratic 
convention at Chicago. 
Wade Hampton has an ancestor after 
whom ho was named who was a con­ 
gressman along back in the days of 
Burr and Jefferson, and who, when he 
died in 1834, was said to be the rich­ 
est planter iu the United States. 
Senator M. C. Butler comes of an 
old family, though I suppose tho fath­ 
er of them all dealt out wine to some 
burgher in the days of long ago. 
He 
is the nephew of the Senator Butler 
whom Sumnerwttacked in a speech on 
the floor of the senate when Butler was 
not present, and for which Preston 
Brooks, who was a relative of Butler’s, 
so brutally assaulted Sumner with a 
cane. 
This man’s name was Andrew 
Pickens Butler. 
He was the son of 
William Butler, who went into the 
Revolutionary war a lieutenant and 
came out a major general, and who 
was also a member of congress for ten 
years in the days of Jefferson and 
Madison. 
Pierce M. Butler was also a 
son of this William Butler, and he was 
named after his ancestor, Pierce But­ 
ler, who comes from the family of the 
dukes of Ormand, in Ireland. 
Old 
Pierce Butler was one of our first sen­ 
ators, as w'ell as a Revolutionary offi­ 
cer. 
Pierce M. Butler, our present 
senator’s uncle, 
was 
governor 
of 
South Carolina, and was killed while 
acting as colonel in the Mexican war. 
I suppose the connection between 
these Butlers of South Carolina and 


Ben Butler, of Massachusetts, could be 
traced; but it is not close. 
Ben But­ 
ler’s father was an officer in the Revo­ 
lution, and his father served under 
Jackson at New' Orleans. 
He was 
named. I suppose, after the Benjamin 
F. Butler who was Van Buren’s law 
partner, and acted for a time as Jack­ 
son’s attorney general, though I do 
not know what relation exists between 
them. 
Senator Ben Harrison is a grandson 
of President Harrison, and he was 7 
years old when his grandfather died. 
His great-grandfather was the noted 
Benjamin Hurrison, who signed the 
Declaration 
of 
Independence, and 
Carter Harrison, of Chicago, comes, I 
am told, from tho same stock. 
Rob­ 
ert Hansom Harrison acted for a time 
as Washington’s private 
secretary, 
and Richard Harrison, born in 1750, 
was for many years auditor of the 
United States. 
Eugene 
Halo comes from Maine, 
but the Hales of New England are le­ 
gion. 
Arteinus Halo was a school 
teacher near Boston in tiio days of 
Jefferson, and Charles Hale, of Bos­ 
ton, was assistant secretary of state 
in 1872; James T. llale was in con­ 
gress for six years, including tho peri­ 
od of the late war, and John P. Halo, 
of Now Hampshire, spent 
eighteen 
years in the United States senate, and 
in 1852 was the freo-soil candidate for 
vice-president. 
But where you can mention ono 
great man in our history who has had 
a giandfather, 1 can show you ten 
who have not. 
The sons of great men 
are in general more apt to go the bad 
than to the good, and the blood of the 
decent, hard-working plebeian often 
produces better men than that of the 
pampered patrician. 
1 might add iu conclusion that nei­ 
ther Ilolman nor Mahone is a man of 
an old family or of a noted ono. 
Ma­ 
hone’s father kept a tavern in Virgin­ 
ia, and Gen. Mahone started life poor. 
There was a Holman in Indiana years 
ago named Jesse, and he w'as a dis­ 
trict judge. 
II*: mayf have been Hol­ 
man's father, but, if so, the fact would 
not give him any credit outside of the 
state.

Soil-Water as a Cause ot Cholera. 
That too much as well as too little 
water in the soil is unfavorable to 
cholera is vouched for by a large mass 
of facts. 
As I watched the cholera in 
Bavaria during 1854 I was surprised 
to lind that the 
marshy districts, 
where, as a rule, the poorest dwelt, 
were exempt from epidemics. 
The 
great Donau bog, which lies between 
Neuburg and fngolstadt, was 
sur­ 
rounded by the epidemic, but the dis­ 
ease did not enter the villages on the 
fen. 
On the Freismger moors an epi­ 
demic occurred at Halbergmoos. 
On 
going thither the affected houses w'ere 
found to stand ou a tongue of land 
composed of quartz, 
which tongue 
reached inward on the moor. 
Rein- 
hard had proved the same thing for 
Saxony. Thenorthern part of Saxony, 
which lies on the Spree, is a highly 
malarious district. 
For the eleventh 
time that cholera visited Saxony it 
shunned this region of fever. 
I will 
not say that cholera can not be epi­ 
demic on a fen, but I do believe that 
when such an occurrence takes place 
we ought to ask ourselves what rela­ 
tion it may have with the state of 
moisture of the soil. 
The theory on 
the soil and "subsoil waters requires 
that a knowledge should be obtained 
of what takes place in and over the soil 
on the outbreak and on the cessation 
of cholera. 
It requires, as Port has 
said, a continuous record of 
facts. 
That cholera should very seldom be 
met with in the neighborhood of and 
on the mountains is in harmony with 
the disposition of cholera in respect of 
time; so that, as the frequency of chol­ 
era in these regions diminishes, the 
rainfall increases; the weather and 
cholera are equally capricious. Towns 
among mountains which are refuges 
for fugitives from cholera are but sel­ 
dom situated on a soil w hich in and of 
itself would exclude cholera. Salzburg 
and Innsbruck have, 
for example, 
never yet been visited by” cholera. 
Further, in 1866 these towns escaped, 
although a considerable influx took 
place from tho seat of war where 
cholera raged. 
Salzburg, but 
still 
more Innsbruck, stands on the alluvial 
soil of tho Salzbach and the Inn, as 
Munich stands on tho Isar; but tho 
first-named towns have about 5u per 
cent, more rainfall than Munich. 
I 
can only imagine that the necessary 
degree of dryness for the development 
of cholera would be attained but very 
rarely in Salzburg aud Innsbruck, just 
as occurred partially at Lyons in 1864, 
and in June, 1859, at Bombay, where 
cholera prevailed 
during the mon­ 
soons, which, as a rule, drive cholera 
away,—Popular Science Monthly. 


An Orchard Fertilizer. 
The best fertilizer I have used for 
fruit trees is made of chip-dirt from 
the wood-pile. and old ashes. 
I mix 
in the proportion of one bushel of ash­ 
es to three of chip-dirt, stirring well 
with the shovel. 
About two bushels 
of this mixture is to be spread around 
each young tree, giving large, well- 
grown trees more. 
The manure is ap­ 
plied at any season. 
Do not 
pile 
around the trees any litter or rubbish 
that would harbor mice. 
In summer 
keep the weeds from around the trees. 
Experience has taught me that this 
fertilizer serves a very important p u r­ 
pose, not only in supplying the trees 
with suitable food, but in mellowing 
the soil, and helping on such crops as 
I may choose to plant in my orchard. 
It is an excellent fertilizer for any 
crop, 
annual or perennial, and the 
ashes (from hard wood) supply the 
trees with the element they most need, 
and the soil lacks, namely, potash. 
It is a pleasure to see now a young 
orchard will thrive after an applica­ 
tion of this fertilizer. 
Sometimes I 
burn logs to get ashes for this pur­ 
pose, and if I have no chip-dirt, I go 
to a dead oak or hickory and scrape 
together the fallen bits of bark, and 
the rich earth around the tree. It is a 
very good substitute for the chip-dirt. 
It is obvious that this material is rich 
in the elements of food of trees. 
1 be­ 
lieve in keeping fruit trees w'ell fed, 
and that a large space 'around each 
tree should be given exclusively to the 
tree from which to draw its supplies. 
I never plant close to my trees, pre­ 
ferring to have them branch low, and 
to trim down rather than up.— W. B. 
Jones in American Agriculturist.

tives, as he had promised, and also a 
memorandum stating where he had 
buried $2,100 in gold near the lake. 
The papers had been buried with Hol­ 
land by mistake. 
A Virginia City, Nev., paper says: 
“ The energetic hissing nightly ac­ 
corded to the heavy villain iii the 
melodrama now running at tho Bald­ 
win reminds old residents of the first 
theatrical performance over given in 
Virginia City. 
Most of the miners 
had not seen a play for a score of 
years, and when the Johnston troup 
opened in “ Othello” the house pre­ 
sented a packed mass of red shirts. 
Edwin Booth was the Iago, and so 
faithfully did he portray the traitorous 
friend that the audience lost control of 
itself, aud in the second act began 
shooting at the fell conspirator. 
Ono 
shot struck Othello’s sword-hilt, and 
all hands had to lie down on the stage 
and roll into the wings. 
The indig­ 
nant miners were finally quieted aud 
the play proceeded, but the final de­ 
monument was so taken to heart by 
the spectators that Booth remained in 
the theater all night for fear of the 
vigilantes, who talked seriously of 
lynching tho ‘cold-blooded cuss’ oft 
hand.”
